Errors in certain income tax re- 


turns made by large corporations 
of the state arc so flagrant "as to 
he prima facie evidence of fraud," 
Gov, 
Blaine says in a statement to- 


day, 
in which he declares that steps 


will be taken by the tax commis- 
sion to recover all lost income re- 
sulting from discrepancies. 


'The state wiifl exercise erery 


power it has by law to enforce hon- 
est returns and the collection of 
taxes which should have been made 
but which have been fraudulently 
or otherwise withheld," the govern- 
o" states. 


"My attention having been called 


to the gross discrepancies in the in- 
come tax returns by the tax com- 
mission, and it appearing that by 
limitation of tbe law, that the_ com- 
mission will be powerless to inves- 
tigate the returns of 1917 after 
Dec. 
31 next and returns of 1918 


after Dec. 31, 1922, I have taken 
immediate steps to give the com- 
mission adequate funds to employ 
such experts as may be available 
to check the returns." 


During the past three years the 


tax commission through office and 
field .audits has discovered $14,000,- 
000 of un'reported income, 
which 


has resulted in an increase of $1,- 
500,000 to the state "income. Ap- 
proximately 200 of the larger cor- 
porations of the state have been 
investigated. 


Most of the discrepancies are due 


to misunderstanding of the law and 
oversights by corporations, Thomas 
E. Lyons, chairman of the tax com- 
mission, says. 
He is not certain 


that the addition of several inves- 
tigators to the force, as authorized 
by the emergency board, will result 
in very great additional returns, al- 
though of the opinion that much 
more than the ?40,000 allowed will 
be brought back in ihe 
form of

"AMERICA'S NAVAL.HOLIDAY PROPOSAL 


VERY FAIR," SAYS THE MORGAN 


OF JAPAN 


ttT HE proposal is very fair. It is admir- 


able in every way. I am strongly of the 


opinion that it should be accepted by Japan." 


That is the opinion of Viscount Eiichi Shibu- 


sawa of Japan on the subject of America's pro- 


lette in the senate this week by 
posals for a ten-year naval holiday. He has 


Senator Simmons, of North Carolina 
ranking minority member of the Finance 
Committee, for the part played by the 
Wisconsin Senator in the debate on the 
revenue bill. 


Just before the vote was taken in the 


Senator, Senator Simmons made a speech 
in which he declared that the La Follette 
amendment striking out the proposed ex- 
emption from taxation of foreign trade 
corporations had saved the public Treas- 
ury "not less than $200,000,000." 


Senator Simmons denounced the prop- 


osed exemption, adopted originally in the 
House in the form of an amendment, as 
''nothing more nor less than a present 
out of the Treasury of the United States 
to that class of great, powerful people 
who control our foreign commerce, sell 
our exports abroad, and buy our imports 
abroad, to say nothing of the great inter- 
national banks of the country." 


Discussing the 


Simmons said: 


exemption, Senatoi 


It was in the bill, but I do not know whence 


it came. 1 can not believe that the members 
of the committee of the House' representing the 
popular branch of our Government of their own 
mind and conception deliberately proposed to 
give that gratuity of not less than $200,000,000 
to some of the richest and moat powerful cor- 
porations of the country, who have been here- 
tofore and are now profiteering to as great an 
extent as any others engaged in business in this 
country. I do not believe that. That provision 
tame from "higher up," Th*t proposition came 
from some source profoundly interested in ad- 
vancing the interests of consolidated, coordin- 
ated, combined, and predatory wealth. Well, 
we had a battle royal here over it and by a 
bare majority, we struck it out. 


I had some apprehension that in the confer- 


ence the Senate action would be summarily re- 
versed. The more I thought about that propo- 
sition the more it aroused me. \ got the facts, 
nnd the facts were startling. 
I say to the 


Senate today that if that provision had been 
agreed to by tho conference committee as it 
came to us from the House it would have been 
nothing more nor less than a present out of the 
Treasury of the United States to that class of 
great, powerful peoplo who control our foreign 
commerce, sell our exports abroad, and buy our 
imports abroad, to say nothing of the great in- 
ternational banks, nf something near $300,000,- 
000 out of the Treasury of the United States. 


The great fight that was made in behalf of 


that amendment was made by the Senator from 
Wisconsin, Mr. La Follette. 


I seconded him with all my power, and he is 


entitled, as are the Senate of the United States 
and tho House .of Representatives of the United 
States and the people of the United States to 
be congratulated that this amendment was saved 
irom the slaughter which had been prepared 
for it. 


Senator Simmons declared that the 


conferees were prepared to strike out the 
La Follette amendment but when con- 
fronted with the figures prepared by Gov- 
ernment actuaries, showing the enormous 
loss of revenue to the Treasury, the con- 
ferees had declined to strike it out. 


"When it was shown what a royal gift 


il would constitute to these corporations," 
Senator Simmons continued, "the Senate's 
action safeguarding the rights of the peo- 
ple in this respect, protecting the inter- 
ests of the Treasury, refusing to permit 
this donation to.a favored few, was ap- 
proved and agreed to in conference." 


Senator Simmons described the action 


cf the conferees in killing amendments 
offered by Senator La Follette and Sen- 
ator Eeed and adopted by the Senate, pro- 
viding for publicity of tax returns.

"I want to say as to the action of the 


conference committee on that subject," 


just arrived in the United States. 


Viscount Shibusawa, known 


as the J. Pierpont Morgan of 
Japan, has been for forty 
years president of the First 
Bank of Tokio. He is an in- 
timate friend of many prom- 
inent Americans, including 
Judge Gary and Frank Van- 
derlip, both of whom have 
visited hitn in Japan, and of 
the bte James Stillman.

through an interpreter, de- 
clared he had no doubt the 
Japanese would bo in favor 
of America's plan, although he had not heard 
directly from Tokio on the subject 'since the re- 
cent unexpected developments. 


His interpreter was Motossda Zumoto, pro- 


prietor and editor of the Herald of Asia, presi- 
dent of the International Press Association of 
Japan, former private secretary of the mur- 
dered Prince Ito, and for several years, up to a 
year ago, Liberal member of parliament. 


"The Japanese people feel no less keenly than 


any other nation the crushing weight of burden 
which armament imposes upon them. They are 
convinced that the future of their national ad- 
vancement lies entirely along commercial and 
industrial lines, and they yield to none in the 
intensity of their desire for peace, which alone 
makes economic development possible." 


LEMS OF FAR EAST 


HAT policy in reference to far eastern 
questions should America pursue at 


Washington conference?" asks 
Dr.- Sidney 


Gulick, secretary of the commission on inter- 
national justice and good-will of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in America, and 
a well known authority on Japan. He then 
proceeds to answer his question as follows: 


"1. Let A m e r i c a and 


Japan agree once to make a 
real, positive reduction in 
their sea power. 


"2. Let them declare to 


each other and to the world 
that they have no plans 
whatever 
for war. 
This 


single step carried out would 
remove nt once mutual sus- 
picions and fears, break the 
vicious circle and make pos- 
sible 
fruitful 
negotiations 


about every other thorny 
question. 


"3. Let American and Japan promptly nego- 


tiate and ratify a treaty to submit to arbitra- 
tion every question whatsoever which they can- 
not promptly solve by their common diplomatic 
procedures. This would go still further in re- 
moving foars and rumors of war and in pro- 
moting mutual confidence and good-will. 


"4. Let America trust Japanese liberalism t 


overthrow, her entrenched militarism. If mili 
tarism in Japan can be shown to have no' rea 
grounds for existence, if the people of Japa- 
learn that they have no cause whatever to fea 
of attack. or humiliation by the nations o 
Europe and America, Japanese militarism can 
not and will not long continue. 


"5. Let America take immediate steps to se 


cure agreements with England, France, Japan 
and other interested countries for a common 
policy of friendship nnd goodwill in dealing 
with China. It is a proposal that China shal 
no longer be regarded by any country as a hap 
py hunting ground for special economic an< 
territorial rights. This is not a proposal for 
intervention in China. China's officials shouk 
not be allowed by the nations to sell China's 
birthrights to any foreign government, bank- 
ing corporation or special interests, playing off 
one nation or interest against another. 


"6. China must of course be left to develop 


her own governmental system and establish her 
own institutions. If she does this she will be 
able herself to resist outside encroachments. 


"7. The nations might well also make inter- 


national agreements that mass emigration from 
one country into another will not be asked or

As secretary-treasurer of the Stanley Local 


^Union there recently came to mo three letters, 
one from the secretary-treasurer of the State 
Union, one from the editor of the Equity News, 
and one from the business manager, Mr. 
Holmes. 


All three letters indicate that the A. S. of E. 


is hard pressed for funds and urge the mem- 
bers to be up and stirring as never before. Of 
'course we should always be aggressive to or- 
ganize our farming communities into real co- 
operative units for marketing our produce and 
also for buying the necessities of the farm. 


In the last number of the Equity News, 


President Pommerening seems to be very much 
exercised over a report that the State Union 
has lost considerable money in the last eight 
months. I am wondering why President Pom- 
merening uses the very words and exact 
phrases of Big Business, their "kept press," of 
the special privilege hunters and all exploiters 
and enemies of the-farmer, wherever he tries 
to organize effectively for REAL co-operation 
in order to escape this terrible economic despot- 
ism, that we are all beginning to feel as never 
before. 
Such language as "Socialistic, ultra- 


radicalism imported from North Dakota" is un- 
becoming an officer of a co-operative associa- 
tion to say the least. 
Lincoln said: "If you 


have a bad case abuse your opponent." 


An old adage says: "People who live in glass 


houses should not throw stones." 
Does not 


President Pommerening know that "Co-opera- 
tion" is. but one step removed from "Social- 
ism?" And that the A. S. of E. is "an organ- 
ization that teaches co-operation among farm- 
ers." 
Only I fear we have not yet made much 


progress. 


I protest against President Pommerening's 


third paragraph on the front page of the 
Equity News. The Equity News is our official 
paper and NOW is the time at least in the 
Equity News to expose the falsehoods, half- 
truths and misstatements. Every member has 
a right to know them and wants to know them 
before the next convention. 


I now wish to call the attention of every 


member of the A. S. of E. to the essential 
points of the business manager's letter. This 
letter isolated Madison, Sept. 29, 1921, and 
there is inclosed a copy of his letter of Sept. 30, 
1920, which Mr. Holmes sent to the Local Union 
secretaries about a' year ago, under the head- 
ing: 
Some Things That Should Be Done. Mr. 


Holmes then urged and now urges that "the 
Organization should be put on a. sound business 
basis. A budget system should be adopted; 
provisions made whereby expenditures be lim- 
ited to the appropriations made. 
Expenditures 


should be kept within the income. A percentage 


of the income should be set aside as a sinking 
fund to provide for emergencies. The Consti- 
tution and By-Laws should be so amended as 
to make it impossible for the organization to 
be drawn into partisan politics. The directing 
board or board of directors should consist of 
one man from each county and each county 
should select and elect their own director in 
their county conventions. The directors should 
not be elected in the State convention. There 
should be four regular board meetings a year. 
One of these meeting should be held the week 
preceding the State convention. At this meet- 
ing a complete sarvey of the activities and of 
the work done during the year should be made;

I omit the next five paragraphs of this most 


excellent and most constructively critical letter 
and quote the sixth regarding our dues. The 
dues to the A. S. of E. are at present only 
$2.50 per year.' 
This is insufficient. 
They 


should be raised. More money is needed in the 
Local 'Union, County Union and in the State 
and National Unions to enable them to do the 
things that are necessary to be done to get the 
results desired. Other competing organizations 
are getting from $8 to 510 per year as dues 
from each member. 


May I say ai this point that I anticipated' 


Mr. Holmes in this matter by one year, for as 
delegate to the State convention held at Madi- 
son, November, 1919, I handed in in writing to 
the committee in charge of such matters a rec- 
ommendation raising our dues to $9.00 per 
year, the same as the dues of the Nonpartisan 
League. 
Anyone who had given the matter 


any thought could see that our official paper 
needed more money and also that that was a 
most opportune time to raise the dues. But 
"partisan politics" were more important in that 
convention than getting the organization on a 
sound business basis. 
At the quarterly con- 


vention of the Chippewa County Union, held 
at Jim Falls last June, the writer was ap- 
pointed a committee of one to make a report 
on apportionment of annual dues at the next 
quarterly convention, held at Chippewa _Falls 
last month. Let me repeat that every point 
that Mr. Holmes dwells on in his two letters 
shows sound constructive business i;ense. 
If 


we are to be a co-operative organization, in 
fact, we must also be in fact an essentially 
democratic 
organization.

Holmes is entirely right in contending that the 
members of the board of directors should be 
elected by the counties and not in the State 
convention.

"Big Five" to re-enter the grocery 
field. 


The committee before whom ar- 


guments will be heard consists of 
three department officials, selected 
respectively from the departments 
of justice, commerce and agricul- 
ture. 


The decree which is the subject 


of controversy was entered about 
two years ago. As a 
considera- 


tion for its voluntary acceptance 
by the packers, the department of 
justice at that time dropped all 
projected criminal and civil suits 
against the "Big Five," growing 
out of charges of unfair and ille- 
gal competition embodied in the re- 
port of the federal trade commis- 
sion in 1919. 


One of the principal provisions 


of the decree enjoined the "Big 
Five" from 
participating further 


in the wholesale grocery field. It 
is now being sought to modify this 
provision. Atty. Gen. Daugherty 
has the proposal under considera- 
tion, and on request of wholesale 
grocers in Wisconsin and 
other 


states announced last summer that 
both sides would be given an op- 
portunity to be heard. 


The wholesale grocers take the 


position fthat if the packers are al- 
lowed to re-enter the grocery field 
they will stifle competition, drive 
the independent dealers out of busi- 
ness and 
establish 
a 
monopoly

The Wisconsin congressman, who 


is himself a scientific stock raiser, 
produced some interesting data be- 
foro the committee. 


"It takes, a first class Jersey or 


Guernsey cow to 
produce 
7,000 


pounds of milk," Rep. Beck declar- 
ed. "At the prevailing price this 
would yield the farmer $203.70 if 
he sells it at all. A single cow 
should consume one ton of concen- 
trated food costing $37. In addi- 
tion to this she should consume two 
tons of hay per year, 
ivfiich is 


worth $25 a ton in my locality and 
five tons of silage, which the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin schol of ag- 
riculture tells us is worth $8 per 
ton. So that my feed bill per cow 
stands me for this year:

40.00 


Total 
$127.00 


"For 
every 15 cows I have, I 


must have one hired man. He 
costs me $80 per month, or $64 per 
cow per year, which added to the 
$127 makes $191. This leaves me 
less than $12 per cow, out of which 
I must live, pay interest, upkeep 
on buildings, utensils, land, 
feed 


and care for the horses, bedding, 
pay taxes, and insurance, and all 
other necessary expenses "
